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IS YOUR NAME 
ON REGISTER? 

SATURDAY IS THE LAST DAY 

Voters Who Are Not Registered Can¬ 
not Cast Ballots at the Septem¬ 
ber Primary Election 

Have you registered as u voter since 
January 1, 1912? If so you are alright. 

If not you are in danger of losing your 
vote at the primary election to he held 
September 3. The 30-day period for 
registration ( loses Saturday night, Au¬ 
gust 3. Consequently there Is only one 
day remaining in which to get your 
name on the great register. 

One other point should not he over¬ 
looked. That is the statement of your 
party affiliation. If the registration 
clerk asks you what is the political 
party of your choice and you fall to 
tell him do not feel insulted If you 
are not allowed to vote at the pri¬ 
mary election. It Is a partisan pri¬ 
mary, held for the purpose of select¬ 
ing candidates for the various parties. 
Obviously no one hut members of a 
political party have any right to say 
who shall he its nominees at tin 1 suc¬ 
ceeding election. This point has been 
explained so often that it should be 
clear to every one, but occasional 
kickers are heard to declare they have 
been del,rived of their rights as citi¬ 
zens in being refused a ballot at pri¬ 
mary election after refusing to state 
their party affiliation when registering, 
s'o it seems advisable to repeal the 
warning. 

Voters can register with any regis- 
tiatioii oilie r in the county, if it Is 
more convenient to register In Los 
Angeles that is permissible. 

The registration deputies for Sierra 
Madre are Miss Verna Trible and 
George B. Morgrldge. The former be¬ 
ing absent on a vacation it will be nec¬ 
essary for those wishing to register in 
Sierra Madre to call at the News of¬ 
fice. The editor of the News will re¬ 
main in tile oitlee ail day Saturday 
instead of closing Saturday afternoon 
as usual, for tile convenience of those 
who cannot register at any other time.

Six Rules to Observe to Prevent 

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 

Precautions of the simplest kind would eliminate most of the loss 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causes of the 
tires in the reserves last season. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following six 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match is out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipe ashe i or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 
arette stump where there is nothing to catch fire. 

3. Don't build a camp fire any larger than is absolutely necessary. 
Never leave it even for a short tirpe without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don't build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a email 
one wI ere you can scrape away the needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible: if you can’t put it 
out, get word to the nearest U. S. forest ranger or state fire warden 
just as quickly as you possibly can.
